London, Sept. 21. The following difmal Tragedy, having been hithertd but ina 
perfedtly related, take it as follaws : On Thuriday-morning Iaft, Mrs. Seabrighr 
and Davis being in one Chaile, and Mr. Monpefion and a Servant in another 
with a Servant on Horfeback, were, fome 7 Miles from Calais, attacked by G, 
Ruffians on Horfeback, who demanded the 300 Guineas which they [aid they 
had about them: The Gentlemen, haviog no Fire Arms but one Carabin un- 
loaded, readily fubmitted and gave them their Money, Rings, Watches, ¢;, 
Yet the Vilains, the more effectually to prevent a Difcovery, after a fhort Con. 
{ultation, refolved to Murder them all; and thereupon fhot Mr. Seabright intd 
the Breaft, and then gave the Word for killing the reft: Then Mr. Davis, who 
Was in the Chaife with him (having in the Inferim loaded she Carabine) fhot.ar 
one of the Ruffians ; but miffing the Fellow, killed hisHorfe: Upon which ie 
was immediately killed, being fhot and ftabbed in feveral Places. Mr. Monpef- 
fen and the 2 Servants were likewile foon difpatched in avery barbarous Man- 
ner; but Mr. Monpeffon and one of the Servants lived till they were carried to 
Calais, where the Servant {till lives under Cure ; but Mr. Monpeffon died on Sa- 
turday-noon. During this bloody Scene, Mr. Lock coming down a Hill with- 
in Sight of them, in bis Return from Paris, the Ruffians fent rwo of their Party 
to meet and kill him; which they did before the poor Gentleman was apprized - 
of any Danger But his Man, who is a Swifs, and {peaks the French, begging 
hard for his Life, was{pared, andisnow in England, Mr. Lock had efcaped this 
fatal Accident, had he taken the Advice of the famous Mr. Robert Knight, who 
was at Paris, aod would have made him make the Tour of Italy with him be- 
fore he went to England. This happening neat a {mall Village, where they had 
taken their 2d Poft, a Peafant came by in the Interim, and was allo murdered, 
Several Men and Women came alfo up before they go: off; but they lying fla 
on their Faces til} all-was done, were {pared. They partly flea’d and other. 
wife mangled the Horfe that was killed, to prevent its being known; fothat’tis | 
believed they live not far from Calais. 

Affoon as they were gone, the Country People ftripped the dead Bodies, and 
digging a Hole near the fatal Place, threw them all in: But News coming to 
the Governor of Calais, He tiad them all aken up, clean’d and pucinto Coffins, 
and immediately fent out Atchers in quelt of the Murderers, and difpatched Ex. 
prefles to Paris and other Places. : 

Thefe unforrunate Gentlemen, not being accuftomed to travel, had unwarily 
difcovered at Calsis what Sums they had about.them, by exchanging their Gui- 
neas for Louis d’ors, which i$ fuppofed to have given Oceafion to this difmal
